soldiers of the Twenty-fifth battalion 
did the shooting. 
Mr. Foraker says: 
"The testimony 
given by the soldiers in their own be­ 
half is not, In my opinion, shaken by 
the testim ony given by the citizens of 
Brownsville. 
T hat testim ony, In the 
first place, is but a repetition of what 
was first taken by the citizens com­ 
m ittee and Afterwards more elaborate­ 
ly re-taken by Mr. Purdy. 
No im­ 
portant item could not distinguish one 
of his officers, who were all white 
men, from one of the enlisted men. 
! who were all colored, at a distance of 
ten feet, nor could he, at th at distance, 
tell anything about how a man was 
1 dressed. 
"All these officers 
have 
testified 
) that the claim s of the citizens who 
testified th at they saw the raiders 
and recognized them as soldiers, at 
: the distances and under the circum- 
1 stances stated by them , are utterly 
impossible. 
These officers are intel* 
; ligent, high minded honorable men. At 
! one time, when the case was only par- 


J tlally investigated, they were of the 


I opinion, and frankly stated it. that 
! their men were guilty, but that fact 
1 only strengtheneds their testimony, as 
! they now give it, that the testimony 
1 of the citizens, by which they claim 
! to identify the soldiers, is utterly un- 
i reliable, untrustw orthy and by them 
unbelievable. 
"I do not know w hether any more 
testimony will be taken, and of course 
ydo not know if any should be taken, 
just what it will be, and I can not 
therefore, with propriety, predict ul­ 
tim ate results, but I have no hesita­ 
tion in saying that the testim ony taken 
down to this tim e utterly fails, in my 
opinion, to show that the soldiers or 
any of them, had anything w hatever to 
do with the shooting up of Browns­ 
ville. 
“I shall take occasion when I speak 
at W ilberforce, next Thursday, to deal 
with this subject at some length.”
